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New primary school 
for Cowbridge 

A £4.1 MILLION primary school build¬ 
ing will be built to serve Cowbridge. 

St David’s Church in Wales Primary School in 
Colwinston will move to a new building and expand 
from 140 to 210 places after the Vale Council 
approved the plans on July 15. 

The two-storey school building, which would 
open in September 2021, would be built on the exist¬ 
ing school’s grounds. The current school buildings 
will be demolished. 

A new school is being built as the current build¬ 
ings are in a poor condition and the school needs to 
expand to serve growing demand from Cowbridge. 

A total of 475 new homes are in the pipeline for 
land north west of Darren Close in Cowbridge - 
which are expected to bring 48 nursery, 132 primary 
and 118 secondary school pupils to the area. 

The new St David’s CIW Primary building will be 
funded jointly by the council and Welsh Government 
as part of the 21st Century Schools programme.

A S many of you 
will know, there 
was an incident 
in the Limes Cemetery, 
Cowbridge last week when 
a number of memorials 
were draped in yellow 
plastic covers as on inspec¬ 
tion, they were deemed 
to be in danger of falling. 

On behalf of the Cowbridge 
with Llanblethian Town Council, 
I offer my unreserved apologies 
for the hurt and distress caused 
by the insensitive and inappro¬ 
priate marking of memorials in 


the Limes Cemetery which were 
deemed to be unsafe. 

The Town Clerk, who is new 
in post, had attended a course 
on cemetery management and 
was following a procedure which 
turned out to be flawed. The coun¬ 
cil has a legal obligation to carry 
out safety checks on the memorials 
in its care and the risk assessment 
carried out by council staff was, in 
hindsight, overzealous. 

The yellow covers used were 
designed for the purpose but were 
of an outdated design and have 
now been removed. Those memo¬ 
rials which may pose a risk will 
be clearly marked by means of a 


label next to the memorial, and 
a comprehensive risk assessment 
will be carried out in due course. 

Any affected owners will be 
contacted as soon as possible. 

We will be amending our proce¬ 
dures to adequately meet our legal 
requirements and ensure that there 
is no adverse public distress when 
carrying out this process. We will 
also ensure that adequate notice is 
given of future inspections. 

I can only reiterate my sincere 
apologies for the distress suffered 
by those affected.

Drug gangs are 
targeting ‘vulnerable 
young people’ 


DRUG gangs are targeting vul¬ 
nerable young people in south 
Wales to act as runners and 
sell illicit substances, Cardiff 
Crown Court has heard. 

An 18-year-old man said by Judge 
Nicola Jones “to have been used by 
others” was jailed for 19 months, sus¬ 
pended for 22 months and ordered to 
carry out 150 hours unpaid work. 

Jerome Tannetta of South Road, 
Sully, who had no previous convic¬ 
tions, admitted possessing cocaine 
with intent. 

He also pleaded guilty to taking a 
moped without consent. 

Prosecutor Tony Trigg said that 
in September last year, Tannetta 
was spotted riding the vehicle in the 
Rumney area of Cardiff. 

“The police became interested and 
were aware of a very strong smell of 
cannabis coming from Tannetta.” 

He didn’t have insurance and was 
arrested and officers discovered the 
moped had been stolen from the Roath 
area and the number plates changed. 

Tannetta was found to have small 
amount of cannabis for personal use 
and more seriously, said Mr Trigg, he 
had 11 deals of cocaine of 75 per cent 


purity worth £480. 

He claimed he had borrowed the 
vehicle from a friend and said “no 
comment” when questioned about the 
cocaine. 

He had two mobile phones and on 
them were text messages involving 
him in supplying drugs. 

Barrister Christopher Rees said: 
“He was at the bottom category of 
the cocaine offence. This was a very 
vulnerable young person. “Drug gangs 
are targeting young people to act as 
runners for them.” 

Mr Rees said that at the time 
Tannetta was using cocaine himself 
and also had some mental health 
difficulties. 

“Clearly, he was being exploited by 
sophisticated criminals.” 

At the time, said Mr Rees, he had 
left home, but was now back with his 
parents. 

The Judge said she took into account 
Tannetta’s age at the time and that he 
was being used by others, which didn’t 
excuse the offence. 

She said there was genuine remorse 
by a decent, hardworking young man 
who had now stopped taking drugs 
and was “in contact with the right sort 
of people”.

VALE MP, Alun 
Cairns, met the 
Network Rail 
team upgrading 
Cadoxton station 
recently, to see the 
work being carried 
out to make the sta¬ 
tion accessible for 
all passengers. 

The works by prin¬ 
cipal contractor Alun 
Griffiths will involve 
the installation of a new 
footbridge with two lifts, 
providing a fully accessi¬ 
ble route from the station 
entrance to Platform 2 
for the first time. This 


will benefit those with 
reduced mobility as 
well as passengers 
with children, heavy 
luggage or shopping. 

The £3 million scheme 
is funded through the UK 
Government’s ‘Access 
for All’ programme, 
with match-funding from 
Welsh Government. 
Work began at Cadoxton 
station earlier this sum¬ 
mer, with access improve¬ 
ments also planned for 
Barry station in 2020. 

Network Rail has 
worked closely with 
the Built Accessibility 
Environment Panel, 
Vale Council and the 


Equalities Consultative 
Forum to develop a design 
that will significantly 
improve the accessibil¬ 
ity at Cadoxton station. 

Rhys Howells, scheme 
project manager for 
Network Rail Wales and 
Borders, said: “We would 
like to thank the com¬ 
munity for their patience 
while we carry out this 
important work to make 
the station more acces¬ 
sible for all passengers.” 

Mr Caims said: “I’m 
really pleased to see that 
the upgrade to Cadoxton 
station is well underway. 
Improving access at sta¬ 
tions will make a huge 


impact to constituents 
by making it easier for 
them to commute to 
work and to travel to see 
friends and family. I am 
looking forward to see¬ 
ing work begin at Barry 
station so that more 
passengers can benefit 
from improved access.” 

The funding for 
Cadoxton station was 
allocated by Network Rail 
and the UK Government 
allocated a further 
£300m of funding to 
continue with the Access 
for All Programme 
from 2019-2024.

Some 846 properties 
in the Vale are classed as 
“long term empty” after 
spending six months or 
more unoccupied and 
of those, 311 have been 
empty for more than two 
years. 

Landlords will be 
given incentives to bring 
long term empty prop¬ 
erties back into use as 
they are attracting crime 
and antisocial behaviour, 
driving down property 
values and are becoming 
“detrimental to the lives 
of local residents”. 

Measures to bring 
more of the Vale’s empty 
homes back into use are 
set out in a draft strat¬ 
egy which the council 
published on July 15 for 
public consultation. 

While the council 
wants landlords to accept 
help to get empty homes 
back into use, the strat¬ 
egy said the authority 
will take enforcement 
action where necessary 


Around 47 properties 
in the Vale have been 
empty for more than 10 
years, but most long-term 
empty properties have 
been vacant between six 
months to two years. 

In April, St Augustine’s 
ward in Penarth had the 
most long term empty 
homes, with 77 empty for 
more than six months and 
32 vacant for more than 
two years. 

Cowbridge and the 
Baruc ward of Barry 
each had more than 60 
homes empty for more 
than six months, while 
the Castleland and Illtyd 
wards of Barry, Llantwit 
Major and the Plymouth 
ward of Penarth had more 
than 50. 

The Castleland, 
Cowbridge, Illtyd and 
Plymouth wards all had 
more than 20 properties 
empty for more than two 
years. 

The proposed strategy 
calls on the council pro¬ 
vide financial incentives 
to landlords, prioritise 
empty homes for enforce¬ 
ment action such as 
enforced sales and com¬ 
pulsory purchase orders, 
and to raise awareness of 
the issue of empty homes.

THE Vale Council 
has pledged fund¬ 
ing of more than 
£50,000 to complete 
a study into possible 
transport improve¬ 
ments in Dinas 
Powys. 

It is a key step in the 
long process towards 
the construction of a 
local bypass which cam¬ 
paigners say would be 
a quicker link between 
Cardiff and Barry and 
relieve congestion in 
the village. Just before 
Christmas the Welsh 
Government refused to 
commit any more money 
to the work. 

The Vale Council’s 
money will ensure 
the Welsh Transport 
Appraisal Guidance 
(WelTAG) Stage 2 study 
is finally concluded. 

Contractors Arcadis 
Consulting Ltd will carry 
out the work and there 
should be a public con¬ 
sultation early next year 


to propose improvements 
to local public transport 
and active travel, and 
examine the issues 
around a bypass. 

Cllr Peter King, Vale 
Council cabinet member 
for neighbourhood ser¬ 
vices and transport, said: 
“It is important that this 
latest stage of work to 
explore potential travel 
improvements for Dinas 
Powys is completed so 
we can accurately plot 
the best way forward. 

“To that end, the coun¬ 
cil has decided to provide 
the remaining funding 
for the WelTAG Stage 
2 study. 

“Afterwards, the 
conclusions will be 
thoroughly considered, 
along with opinions of all 
interested parties, before 
any decisions are taken.”

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Dyffryn remembered 


AT the July meeting of Sully 
U3A, members heard Colin 
Evans describe his childhood 
living in Dyffryn House near St 
Nicholas during the war years. 

Dyffryn had been built in the 1890s 
by the coal and ship owner John Cory, 
but in 1941, when Hitler’s bombs were 
falling on British cities and ports, it 
was chosen as the ideal safe home for 
important local records. 

Colin’s father, working for the 
Glamorgan Constabulary, was 
appointed keeper of those records and 
so the seven-year-old Colin and his 
family were moved into a special¬ 
ly-created first floor flat, with the rest 


of the house being given over to police 
training. 

Concluding an account full of lively 
anecdotes, Colin reflected on how his 
two and a half years at Dyffryn House 
had left him with a love of open spaces 
and large rooms.

Barry man in Transplant Games 


WITH more than 
1,000 competitors 
taking part in 24 
different sports 
and events the 2019 
British Transplant 
Games, which 
will take place 
at venues across 
Newport, promise 
to be a festival of 
sport and life, with 
over 2,500 people 
expected to attend. 

Nick Topley, from 
Barry, is one of those. 

He received a bone 
marrow transplant 
in 2012 after being 
diagnosed with severe 
aplastic anaemia - a 
rare disease which dam¬ 
ages the bone marrow. 

“A bone marrow 
transplant was my only 
option,” he explained. 
“I have two brothers 
and two sisters and they 
were all tested to find 
out if they were a match. 

“My sister, who 
lives in Germany, trav¬ 
elled over to donate 
her bone marrow.” 

Despite the fact 
he is a keen cyclist, it 
will be Nick’s first 
Westfield Health British 
Transplant Games. The 
retired Cardiff University 
Professor from its School 
of Medicine will take 
part in the 5k time trial 
and the 10k road race. 


“I saw the winning 
times in my age cate¬ 
gory and thought that I 
had a good chance of 
being competitive in my 
age group!” he laughed. 

He is no stranger 
to competition how¬ 
ever. He regularly 
competes in triathlon 
relays in the UK and 
Europe, racing against 
able bodied athletes. 

“When I found out 
about the games in 
Newport, I felt it was my 
duty to participate and 
to raise awareness about 
organ and bone marrow 
donation. I wanted to 
give something back. I 
also feel passionate about 
highlighting the impor¬ 
tant work performed by 
the Welsh Blood Service. 

“I don’t think most 
people realise that 
both before and after a 
transplant, most patients 
require blood trans¬ 
fusions and platelets 
to help them as their 
bone marrow fails and 
to help their recovery. 

“The new reality 
is that you are a trans¬ 
plant patient but that 
doesn’t mean you can¬ 
not be fit and healthy.” 

The 2019 British 
Transplant Games will 
take place in Newport, 
south Wales, from 
July 25 to July 28.

Top tips for exercising 

DRINKING before exeras- on-board proactively, before you’re joggers and long socks. Don \ forget 


ing, trying a different time 
of day and knowing the 
medical risks are three of 
the seven top tips for being 
active outside in summer sun 
and heat. 

Fitness fans have been urged 
to stay well hydrated, adjust their 
routines and know their limits when 
working out in the sun and heat. 

Experts from health and fitness 
site Vivotion.com have revealed 
their seven top tips for Brits head¬ 
ing outdoors to exercise over the 
summer. 

Whether running and cycling 
or participating in other sports and 
outdoor activities, the specialists 
have warned that failure to adjust 
accordingly to hot conditions could 
hinder fitness progress and poten¬ 
tially harm overall health. 

A spokesperson for Vivotion. 
com said: “More Brits will be 
encouraged to get active outdoors 
during spells of warm weather over 
the summer, but direct sunlight 
and increased heat can pose extra 
challenges to exercising. It’s espe¬ 
cially important to wear appropriate 
summer clothing, get plenty of 
water into your system before you 
feel like you need it and avoid the 
midday sun. 

“If you start to feel uncomfortable 
or notice any signs of heat exhaus¬ 
tion, stop immediately and try to 
cool down as quickly as possible.” 

When exercising in summer: 

1. Keep hydrated: it’s particularly 
vital when active during summer 
heat to make sure you keep suffi¬ 
ciently hydrated at all times. That 
means drinking plenty of preferably 
cold water, or specialist sports 
drinks for intense activity, and 
avoiding alcohol. Try to take fluids 


thirsty. 

The NHS advises that symptoms 
of dehydration, which can cause 
muscle cramps, include dark 
and odorous urine, urinating less 
and less frequently, dizziness or 
light-headedness, tiredness and a 
dry mouth, lips or eyes. 

2. Try a different time of day: 
if you normally for a run, cycle 
or play sports outdoors during the 
afternoon, blazing sunshine should 
make you think again. 

Try getting up earlier and exer¬ 
cising while its cool before work, 
or head outside as the temperature 
starts to drop later into the evening, 
but steer clear of excessive activity 
while exposed to the ‘midday sun’ 
between 11am and 3pm. 

It might also be worth consid¬ 
ering a temporary change to your 
typical routine or activities and 
an alternative location, such as an 
indoor gym. 

3. Gradually get used to con¬ 
ditions: If your body is used to 
participating in outdoor activities 
during the winter, with cold air and 
rain to keep it cool, it’s important 
to acclimatise to exercising in heat 
gradually. 

Gradually build up your activity 
levels, conduct a thorough warm-up 
and make sure you know your fit¬ 
ness level - don’t push yourself 
too hard, too soon in challenging 
conditions and seek out shade wher¬ 
ever possible. 

4. Dress wisely: Brits heading 
outdoors to exercise in summer heat 
should choose light coloured, loose 
clothing that’s made from an appro¬ 
priate, ventilated sporting material 
rather than cotton. 

A pair of shorts and a t-shirt 
should normally do the trick - for¬ 
get about sweatshirts, tracksuits, 


to take a cap or sunglasses and 
sun cream too, if it’s a particularly 
bright day, and a towel cooling and 
mopping your brow. 

5. Know your medical limits: It’s 
cmcial to know how any medication 
or pre-existing conditions you have, 
such as diabetes or heart problems, 
may or may not affect your ability 
to exercise in higher temperatures. 

If you’re unsure, consult a med¬ 
ical professional and don’t do any 
activity that could pose unnecessary 
risks and harm, rather than help, 
your overall health. 

6. Watch out for heat exhaus¬ 
tion and heatstroke: According to 
the NHS, signs of heat exhaustion 
include headaches, dizziness and 
confusion, loss of appetite, feeling 
sick, excessive sweating, pale skin, 
cramps in the limbs or stomach, fast 
breathing or pulse, being very thirsty 
and a body temperature above 38C. 
Children may also become floppy 
or sleepy. 

If you can’t cool down within 
30 min utes and it turns into heat¬ 
stroke, it needs to be treated as an 
emergency. The NHS says other 
signs of heatstroke include feeling 
dry and not sweating despite being 
too hot, rapid or short breath, con¬ 
fusion, a body temperature of 40C 
or higher, unresponsiveness, loss of 
consciousness or seizures. 

7. Take a cold shower: Taking a 
cold bath or shower after working 
out in the heat will lower your core 
body temperature and be more com¬ 
fortable than soaking in hot water. 

Coldness can also help to lower 
the risk of muscle soreness and 
injury after exercise by reducing 
inflammation and speeding up 
recovery.

COUNCILLORS 
in the Vale have 
warned that 

a new ‘South 
Wales Strategic 
Development Plan’ 
spread over 10 
councils, could lead 
to thousands of 
houses being built 
on green field sites 
across the Vale to 
feed Cardiff s eco¬ 
nomic growth. 

Plaid Cymru’s Cllr 
Ian Johnson claimed that 
proposals discussed by 
the Vale Cabinet this 
week would put the cre¬ 
ation of a housing and 
infrastructure plan in 
the hands of a regional 
board, and reduce the 
opportunity for Vale 
councillors and local 
residents to influence 
proposals. 

The Vale Council 
told The GEM it would 
mean better strategic 
planning and a benefit 
would be that the whole 
region would help with 
Cardiff s growth. 

Cllr Johnson said a lot 
of his concern related to 
further housing develop¬ 
ment: “The Vale Local 


Development Plan, 
which is supposed to 
last until 2026, was for 
10,000 houses - more 
than twice as many 
houses as the Welsh 
Government’s housing 
target said was needed. 

“One of the main 
concerns about merging 
the Vale Council with 
Cardiff was that we 
would see thousands of 
extra houses being built, 
without investment in 
the public transport and 
roads that make up our 
creaking infrastructure. 

“The same councillors 
who voted for this over¬ 
development across the 
Vale from Cowbridge 
to Dinas Powys now 
want us to sign up to 
a regional development 
plan with limited local 
influence. 

“I’m worried that this 
is just going to be about 
telling us that we have 
to build thousands of 
houses on green fields 
in order to feed Cardiff s 
economic growth.” 

Fellow councillor Nic 
Hodges, who is a mem¬ 
ber of the Vale Council 
planning committee, 
added: “Without proper 
safeguards, this could 
mean that decisions 


which affect our every¬ 
day lives will be taken at 
a regional level without 
us having a say in what 
happens. 

There will have to be 
mechanisms put in place 
for local councillors and 
local residents’ voices to 
be listened to.” 

Cllr Lis Burnett, the 
Vale Cabinet member 
responsible for regener¬ 
ation, said any proposals 
would include consult¬ 
ing with communities: 
“The proposed strategic 
development plan (SDP) 
provides the opportunity 
for decisions on signifi¬ 
cant development to be 
taken at a regional level. 

“This will ensure 
the growth and infra¬ 
structure requirements 
of the whole region are 
considered together stra¬ 
tegically, rather than in 
a fragmented way by 10 
individual authorities. 

“The proposals include 
full engagement with 
local communities and 
the strategic planning 
panel responsible for the 
SDP will have demo¬ 
cratically elected repre¬ 
sentatives from each area 
voting on the proposals. 

“Councils will still 
prepare individual local 


development plans which 
decide what development 
can take place where, 
within their own local 
areas. 

“This does not 
mean that the Vale of 
Glamorgan will be 
forced to take extra 
houses during our LDP 
timescale. 

“One of the poten¬ 
tial benefits of an SDP 
for the Vale is the 
opportunity it presents 
to manage the growth 
demands presented by 
neighbouring Cardiff 
across the whole of the 
region, rather than the 
Vale managing the most 
of that pressure alone.” 

Cllr Burnett pointed 
out that if there wasn’t 
a regional strategy, it 
could mean the Vale and 


Cardiff being forced to 
work in tandem: “The 
Welsh Government has 
been pressing councils 
in the region whose 
current LDPs expire in 
2021 to prepare joint 
plans. Without an SDP 
in progress, the Vale 
could potentially be 
forced to prepare a joint 
plan with Cardiff. 

“The Vale Council 
is therefore very keen 
that the region comes 
together to discuss how 
to manage future growth 
in the Cardiff Capital 
Region, so that it can be 
planned in a sustainable 
way and some of the 
challenges it will bring 
to, for example, housing 
can be spread appropri¬ 
ately across the region.”

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Sustainability at the heart 
of new farming proposals 



Rachel Saunders 
of the Farmers’ 
Union of Wales 
writes on 
Farming Matters. 


LATEST propos¬ 
als for future farm 
and rural sup¬ 
port in the Welsh 
Government’s 
‘Sustainable 
Farming and our 
Land’ proposals 
need to be thor¬ 
oughly scrutinised 
by all those whose 
livelihoods could be 
changed forever. 

Sustainability is at the 


heart of the new direction 
proposed for farming 
support, with ‘wide 
ranging and significant 
economic, environmen¬ 
tal and social contri¬ 
bution’ said to be key 
underlying principles. 

The claim is that the 
Sustainable Farming 
Scheme will provide a 
meaningful and stable 
income stream, fair out¬ 
comes, payments for new 
and existing sustainable 
practices and flexibility to 
apply to all types of farm. 

The new document 
appears to be more 
farmer-friendly than last 
year’s ‘Brexit and our 
Land’ paper, and some 
important concerns high¬ 
lighted by the FUW in its 
October 2018 response 
are recognised in the 
new paper; in particular, 
fears of fixed timetable 
pre-Brexit decisions, 
and the need for mod¬ 
elling and economic 
assessments before 
making any decisions. 

The capping and/or 
tapering of payments 
and reference to ‘active 
farmers’ is also welcome, 
offering the opportunity 
to ensure support goes 
to genuine family farms. 

But the underly¬ 
ing principles have 
not changed, and the 


proposals still mean 
replacing direct support 
for farmers with a public 
goods scheme, which 
could mean farmers 
having to do more and 
be faced with greater 
restrictions in return for 
potentially less money - 
and then competing on 
even terms with EU farm¬ 
ers, or even their near 
neighbours in Northern 
Ireland and Scotland. 

There could well 
be a postcode lottery 
when it comes to levels 
of payments, options 
available and the rules 
which apply for farms 
in different areas of 
Wales, or even within a 
single county or parish. 

It is proposed that the 
only source of a payment 
in future will be through 
a multi-annual contract, 
drawn up following 
meetings and farm visits 
with every applicant - 
raising major concerns 
over the practicality 
and deliverability of a 
scheme which would 
take an unprecedented 
amount of work to imple¬ 
ment - not least given 
the experience with less 
ambitious contract-based 
schemes, such as Glastir. 

One major concern 
about this approach is 
that we will lose Wales’ 


state-of-the-art interac¬ 
tive online SAF system, 
recognised as one of the 
best in Europe. There are 
fears too that the deadline 
for consultation is the day 
before the UK is due to 
leave the EU on October 
31, when all businesses 
may be in turmoil. 

The greater focus is on 
food and farming, active 
farmers and communities 
as well as economic and 
environmental sustain¬ 
ability, which must be 
welcomed and will make 
constructive conversa¬ 
tions about the pros and 
cons of the proposals 
much easier than was the 
case during last year’s 
consultation period. 

This issue is so impor¬ 
tant that as a union, the 
FUW is determined 
every farmer in Wales 
should have the oppor¬ 
tunity to leam about it, 
and to do this we shall 
be running a series of 
roadshow events in every 
county where farmers can 
leam about the proposals 
and how to respond 
to the consultation. 

We shall all be doing 
our utmost to make 
sure our farming com¬ 
munity comes through 
with the very best 
deal possible, because 
#FarmingMatters.

Information 
comes to light 
on fire engines

FOLLOWING the 
article and photo¬ 
graph published in 
The GEM a couple 
of weeks ago, infor¬ 
mation on past fire 
engines has come in: 

Frank Dark of 
Llantwit Major saw the 
photograph of the Dennis 
Ace fire engine in The 
GEM and rang to tell 
me he had driven it 
when he was stationed 
at Cowbridge between 
1950 and 1955 (he was 
one of three full-timers, 
the others being Tom 
Bond and Fred John). 

It had replaced an 
engine with a trailer 
pump which had had to 
be ditched when it sprang 
a leak and the Dennis 
Ace was still being used 
in Cowbridge in 1954. 

However, the fol¬ 
lowing year, a new 
fire engine (a Dennis 
Rolls, with Rolls Royce 
engine) appeared. This 
proved too big for the 
fire station, which was 
based in what is now the 
Lesser Town Hall, so it 
was parked under the 
chestnut tree at the back 


of the Horse and Groom. 

A San Diego retired 
fireman, Richard Yokely, 
is trying to piece together 
the Cowbridge Dennis 
Ace’s history. He reports 
that it dated from 1936 
and was delivered to 
Mountain Ash that same 
year. In 1941, it was 
taken into the National 
Fire Service, returning 
to ‘local control’ about 
1948. Around this time, 
it arrived in Cowbridge. 
He does not know what 
happened to it, but 
immediately after 1954/5 
when it left Cowbridge, 
it was shipped to 
the United States. 

In 1966, it appeared in 
the film ‘Tobruk’, which 
starred Rock Hudson 
made in Los Angeles. In 
the 1970s, it appeared in a 
film called ‘Emergency’ 
about the Los Angeles 
County Fire Department, 
and also ‘Baa Baa Black 
Sheep, a World War Two 
television series set in 
the Pacific. The Ace was 
last seen at a fire brigade 
‘muster’ in Los Angeles 
in the early 1980s and 
there are reports of it 
having been sold to a 


museum, but this has 
yet to be confirmed. 

Richard Yokely has 
been looking on the 
‘Peoples’ Collection 
Wales’ website at the 
Cowbridge History 
Society’s digital archive, 
which is gradually 
being uploaded there 
and clearly is reaching a 
worldwide audience. He 
noticed a photograph of 
flooding by Cowbridge 
Town Hall, taken around 
1948, and saw that the 
fire engine in attendance 
then was an Albion 
Merryweather (the one 
with the leaking trailer 
pump). He tells me this 
one dates from about 
1930. It would originally 
have had solid tyres, but 
they would be replaced 
with pneumatic ones 
while it was in service.

Inmate receives additional 
sentence for possessing 
forbidden mobile phone 


AN inmate of HMP 
Parc who was found 
in possession of a 
banned mobile 
phone has been 
jailed for a year 
at Cardiff Crown 
Court and Judge 
Michael Fitton 
directed for it to 
be served consecu¬ 
tively for 78 months. 

Dale Bird (29) is 
already serving for 
supplying cocaine and 


producing cannabis and 
had admitted possessing 
the prohibited phone. 

Prosecutor Bethan 
Evans said: “On October 
25, custody officers 
searched his cell. He was 
startled by this, a struggle 
occurred and a mobile 
phone was discovered. 
There were a number of 
sim cards, and text mes¬ 
sages from his partner.” 

When interviewed, 
Bird, from Cwmbran, 
claimed he had “bor¬ 
rowed” the item from 


another prisoner. 

His solicitor, Sara 
Palmer, said: “It did in 
fact belong to someone 
else and it was thor¬ 
oughly basic, being 
used only for calls 
and text messages.” 

He had not breached 
any other rules 
and had contacted 
only his girlfriend. 

The Judge said: 
“You are an expe¬ 
rienced offender 
serving a sentence 
for serious offences.”

Public Spaces Protection Order 
Dog Control 

Bridgend County Borough Council 

Notice is hereby given that Bridgend County Bor¬ 
ough Council (‘the Council’) proposes the follow¬ 
ing Public Spaces Protection Order under 
Sections 59 and 72 of the Anti-Social Behaviour, 
Crime and Policing Act 2014 (‘the Act’). 

1. The Order shall come into operation on the 
18 th June 2019 and shall have an effect for 3 
years thereafter, unless extended by further 
order under the Council’s statutory powers. 

2. This Order relates to all public open spaces 
throughout the borough and is specified on the 
attached plan (“the Restricted Area”). This is land 
to which the Anti-Social Behaviour, Crime and 
Policing Act 2014 applies and will be protected 
by the making of this Proposed Order. 

3. The Council is satisfied that the conditions set 
out in Section 59 (2) of the Act have been met. 
Namely that Anti-Social behaviour and criminal 
activities have been carried out within the Re¬ 
stricted Area. These activities have had a detri¬ 
mental effect on the quality of life of those in the 
locality, and it is likely that the activities will be 
carried out within that area and have such an ef¬ 
fect. 

4. The Council is also satisfied that the condi¬ 
tions set out in Section 59 (3) of the Act have 
been met. Namely, that the effect or likely effect 
of the activities is, or is likely to be of a persistent 
or continuing nature and that these activities are 
unreasonable and justify the restriction imposed 
by this Order and that it is in all the circum¬ 
stances expedient to make this order for the pur¬ 
pose of reducing crime and/or anti-social 
behaviour in a public place. 

5. The Proposed Order may be cited as the Brid¬ 
gend County Borough Council Public Spaces 
Protection Order Dog Control covering all public 
open spaces within the borough. 

By this Proposed Order 

6. The effect of this Order is to impose the fol¬ 
lowing conditions on the use of the land:- 
Person(s) within the Restricted Area will collect 
and dispose of the faeces of dogs within their 
control by removing it and depositing the dog 
faeces in a bag which should be left in a litter bin 
or taken home 

Person(s) within the Restricted Area who have 
dogs within their control must carry bags or other 
suitable means for the collection of dog faeces 
Person(s) within the Restricted Area must when 
requested to do so by an Authorised Officer 
place dogs in their control on a lead. The Autho¬ 
rised Officer must specify the location and dura¬ 
tion covered by a direction given under 
Paragraph 6 (C) of this Order. 

7. The restrictions in Article 6 of this Order shall 
not apply to Disabled persons as defined by the 
Equality Act 2010 where the person suffers from 
a disability which would prevent them from 
collecting their dog faeces.

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Green light 
given for 
Goods Shed 


A £9 MILLION 
project to convert 
the old railway 
Goods Shed build¬ 
ing and adjoining 
land at Hood Road, 
Barry Waterfront 
into a mixed-use 
scheme, including a 
shipping container 
village and apart¬ 
ment complex has 
been given the go 
ahead. 

The Vale Council has 
reached agreement for 
developers Loft Co to 
transform the structure 
into office space, retail 
units, restaurants and a 
coffee shop.

THE DEAD DON’T 
DIE (15, 105 mins) 

Comedy/Horror/ 
Thriller/Romance. Bill 
Murray, Adam Driver, 
Tilda Swinton, Chloe 
Sevigny, Danny Glover, 
Caleb Landry Jones, 
Steve Buscemi, Tom 
Waits, Jahi Winston, 
Taliyah Whitaker, Maya 
Delmont.

The living are 
mean-spirited, spiteful 
and lonely, and might as 
well be dead, in writer-di¬ 
rector Jim Jarmusch’s 
off-kilter comedy, which 
commits half-heartedly 
to the gore-slathered 
demands of a zombie 
horror. 

Set in the fictional 
Pennsylvania town of 
Centerville - population 
738, “a real nice place” 
- The Dead Don’t Die 
si nk s its gnashers into 
myriad genres but sel¬ 
dom draws blood as an 
inconsistent tone rico¬ 
chets between sinister, 
self-referential and silly. 

There are a few nice 
touches like when Tilda 
Swinton’s bonkers morti¬ 
cian spots a metallic Star 


Destroyer on the key- 
chain of Adam Driver’s 
cop and deadpans, “Star 
Wars - excellent fiction” 
(Driver plays the villain¬ 
ous Kylo Ren in a galaxy 
far, far away). 

Or when the three 
members of Centerville 
police department arrive 
in lazy succession to a 
grisly crime scene and 
come to the same con¬ 
clusion about the likely 
culprits. 

However, Jarmusch’s 
decision to allow 
characters to break the 
fourth wall and identify 
themselves as actors 
in a ghoulish fiction 
undermines any efforts 
to make us care about the 
starry cast being disem¬ 
bowelled and dismem¬ 
bered by the undead. 

“Why does it sound so 
familiar?” ponders Bill 
Murray’s police chief as 
Sturgill Simpson’s ‘The 
Dead Don’t Die’ ema¬ 
nates from his car radio. 

“Because it’s the 
theme song,” dryly 
responds co-star Driver. 

Centerville police 
chief Cliff Robertson 
(Murray) and officers 
Ronald Peterson (Driver) 
and Minerva Morrison 
(Sevigny) respond to a 
gruesome attack at the 
local diner and calls 
about disappearing 
livestock. 

“This ain’t gonna end 
well,” correctly deduces 
Ronald. 


Nearby, quixotic 

undertaker Zelda 
Winston (Swinton) prac¬ 
tices her samurai sword 
skills in the back room 
of The Ever After funeral 
home. 

When night falls, 
corpses reanimate and 
Hermit Bob (Tom Waits) 
witnesses the devastation 
through binoculars. 

Residents including 
Hank Thompson (Danny 
Glover), Bobby Wiggins 
(Caleb Landry Jones) 
and farmer Frank Miller 
(Steve Buscemi) arm 
themselves against the 
slavering predators. 

Zombies quickly over¬ 
run Centerville including 
a juvenile detention 
building where Geronimo 
(Jahi Winston), Olivia 
(Taliyah Whitaker) and 
Stella (Maya Delmont) 
are incarcerated. 

The Dead Don’t Die 
pays homage to the satir¬ 
ical horrors of George A 
Romero with close-ups 
of fetid hands erupting 
from graves and some 
juicy, stomach-churning 
make-up effects. 

Murray and Driver 
are masters of deadpan 
delivery and their low- 
key banter is one of the 
film’s fleeting pleasures. 

Swinton seems to be 
inhabiting a different 
plane of existence to the 
rest of the cast, which 
Jarmusch playfully 
squares away with a 
loopy twist that even 


The X-Files would have 
dismiss as fantastical. 

“Kill the head,” Driver 
repeatedly reminds his 
co-stars as they repel the 
shuffling horde. 

A greater focus on the 
heart might have served 
the film well.

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News from the 
Fonmon Apiary 


LAST month, I 
reported on two 
colonies that were 
not doing very 
well and neither 
has recovered. 

Losses are not 
uncommon at all; 
with non-functioning 
queens, the population 
of a hive diminishes 
and without bees of 
different ages to 
ensure that all tasks 
are carried out in a 
timely and orderly 
manner, survival is not 
on the cards. 

Nonetheless, the 
remaining colonies are 
forging ahead due to 
the current excellent 
weather conditions. 

Having equipment 
on hand to provide a 
colony with the room 
they require is a must 
if swarming is to be in 
any way controlled. 

With a queen lay¬ 
ing up to 2,000 eggs 
every day, space is at 
a premium and lack 
of space is one of the 
triggers that brings 
swarming to the fore 
and try as we beekeep¬ 
ers might, the bees are 
in control - and if they 
decide that it is time to 
go, then nothing I can 
do will change their 
decision. 

Have any of my col¬ 
onies swarmed? Yes, 
they have, despite my 
best endeavours. 

It is not a disaster 
if your bees swarm; 
your expected honey 
crop can suffer as a 
result of swarming, 


because when some 
30,000 bees depart 
the hive, each fills up 
with honey and down 
goes the amount left 
behind. 

Not being a com¬ 
mercial beekeeper 
who depends on get¬ 
ting as much honey 
from each colony as 
possible, I can live 
with this situation. 

There is an bright 
side to the swarming 
ritual because the bees 
that have been left 
behind have not been 
abandoned. 

Before their sisters 
departed, several 
queen cells were pro¬ 
duced and one of them 
is going to provide 
the colony with a new 
queen who will set 
about her egg laying 
duties and in doing 
so, will bring about a 
thriving colony once 
more. 

There is yet another 
upside to this swarm¬ 
ing occurrence. 

Beekeepers are 
often called out to deal 
with swarms and if 
successfully collected, 
an addition to the api¬ 
ary can be had free. 

However, not all 
swarms are easy to 
gather in; they do 
settle in some very 
awkward locations.
